The President showed that he was not 
unalterably opposed to changes in these 
measures, and, after telling the Chicago 
men..that he would give consideration 
to their suggestions, he telegraphed to 
Representative Covington of Maryland, 
one ‘of ‘the framers of the measures, to" 
return. to Washington for consultation 
in regard to the changes suggested. The 
‘President. caused it to be. announced 
that. ‘‘he felt that the conference had 
been mutually instructive and helpful, oF 

. The Chicago association was repre- 
sented in. the:White House hearing by 
its President,. Joseph .H. De Frees, and 
by.-such .well-known business men as 
John V. Farwell, J. T. Pirie, J. M: 
Barnes of Marshall Field & Co., and 
Thomas Creigh of the Cudahy Packing 
Company.. They told the President that 
they -hoped the anti-trust. legislation 
would be limited to the creation of a 
Trade’ Commission, which would have 
authority to administer the Sherman 
law as it had. been construed by the 
Federal courts. 

They were particularly anxious that 
the. bill. should be amended so as/not 
to: require all corporations to make an- 
nual. reports to .the commission. That 
they thought would be an unnecessary 
hardship and would not. bring any sub- 
stantial benefit to the Govérnment in 


its: supervision of corporations. The 
President indicated that he did not want 
the proposed law to he burdensome, and 
this was taken to mean that he was not 
opposed to the change suggested.

Referring to this Government’s 
waiving of the. demand for satisfac- 
tion for the Tampico incidents and.a 
war indemnity, Esteva Ruiz says that 
the claim forthe latter, had it been 
insisted upon, would have been 
iniquitous, and adds:

“The © other stipulations of the 
protocol, and even .the future’ lot of 
the republic, are Subject to the ful- 
fillment of the hasic condition of the 
agreement, which is the establish- 
ment of a Proyisional Government by 
common accord on the. part: of -Presi- 
dent: Huerta’ and the revolutionists. 
In consequence, on. these latter. who 
have it in their power to facilitate, 
hamper,’ or frustrate such accord, 
hangs the fate of our country.” ' 
‘Referring to the absence from. the 
protocol of any provision“ ‘for: the 
evacuation of Vera Cruz, Sefior: Es- 
teva’ Ruiz says the mediators signi- 
fied their understanding: that “the 
evacuation of Vera’ Cruz is a neces- 
sary juridical consequence of the 
protocols signed, which have ended 
the , international conflict sein ob- 
viated war.” 

In-conclusion he expresses the belief

PARIS, July.+8.—The failure of 
wealthy American collectors to appre- 
ciate Titian’s “La Schiayona,” the: 
portrait which is believed ‘to be that 
of Caterina Cornaro, Queen of Cyprus, 
seems to be the reason why this 
former gem of the. Crespi collection 
in. Florence returned . unsold. from 
America, to become the property of 
Sir’ Frederick Cook, Bart., at:a price 
which is said to be $400,000. 

M, Gimpel, a partner in ‘the firm 

of ‘Wildenstein, who handled the pic- 
ture in. America’ and arranged -the 
recent sale, said to THy Naw Yoru 
Troms ‘correspondent today: 
“Those able to buy the picture in 
America did not want it;, those who 
wanted it were unable to buy it: The 
Boston Museum was anxious to pur- 
chase it... The Metropolitan Museum 
in New York also approached me. 
Many connoisseurs of the highest art~- 
istic experience made offers, but in 
no case was the price enough. - 

“Works by Rembrandt and Ra- 
phael are now gladly bought as ‘ fash- 
jonable’ even when -not appealing to 
a buyer’s personal taste. Buyers 
prefer something easier to understand 
than ‘La Schiavona,’ which repre- 
sents a middle-aged woman with 
Titian’s characteristic Italian love of 
maturity. The massive dignity of 
this figure impressed all copinoigsetrs 
of enlightened taste, but I was aston- 
ished to find that its most enthusi- 
astic admirers were the general pub- 
lic, who .were. evidently affected “by 
its reality, preferring such austere 
simplicity ‘to the elaborate tours de 
force of inferior painters. 

“Sir Fredérick Cook’s collection at 
Richmond is one of the finest private 
English collections in works. of th 
Italian and-Spanish schools, One 60 
its treasures is the ‘Woman Frying 
Eggs,’ ef Velasquez’s early period. 

“Being now without financial in- 
terest in ‘La Schiavona,’ I am free to 
express my.opinion that America is 
unfortunate. not to-possess it.. It is 
the greatest artistic.loss to the: United 
States since Whistler’s portrait of his 
mother was allowed to pass ,to the 
possession of the Luxembourg.”

Besides the Count, the members of' 
the party who either gave evidence 
or ‘were mentioned in the course of 
the inquiry were Raymond Asquith, 
son of the Prime Minister; Lady 
Diana Manners, Miss Iris Tree, Alfred 
Duff Cooper of the Civil ‘Service, 
Claude Russel of the Foreign Office, 
and: Jasper Ridley, a brother of Lord 
Ridley. 

The witnesses, strictly questioned 
on the point, Weclared that Sir Denis 
Anson was’ sober, but high-spirited 
and merry, the life of the party. He 
was a good swimmer and once dived 
from a high building into the Grand 
Canal at Venice. Only one of his 
friends~ was apprehensive. of danger 
when he made his fatal dive. A 
strong ebb tide with a swirl from 4 
neighboring bridge defeated him, and 
for three days his body was carried to 
and fro in the water. 

It was a simple and a sad story, 
said the Coroner, and the jury drafted 
their verdict while the. Coroner was 
still summing up. They spoke in th 
highest terms of the heroism -.o 
Mitchell and Count Benckendorff, 
who also dived to the rescue. They 
and -the Coroner expressed satisfac- 
tion at hearing that provision was to, 
be. made for.Mrs. Mitchell and her 
infant son by the Anson family and 
the members of the launch party.

ADDEDSTARTER WINS 
~ TREMONT STAKES 


Ed Crump, Brought Down from 
Canada, Easily Best in 
Aqueduct Race. 


When the name of Ed Crump appeared 
as an added starter for the Tremont 
Stakes for two-year-olds at the Aque- 
duct track yesterday every one was sure 
that there was ‘‘something doing.” 
They argued that John W, Schorr, 
owner of Luke McLuke, would not have 
gone to the expense of sending the colt 
down here from Canada, where he had 
been winning stake races, unless he 
was pretty sure that Ed Crump was 
good enough to win the twenty-fifth 
renewal of the Tremont, worth $1,925 
net to the winner. 

So when the “layers ’’ were ready to 
make a book on the race, and heard 
every one asking for the price against 
Ed Crump, they installed him as favorite 
at the short price of 8 to 5. Theré were 
some who were not stampeded by the 
appearance of the Memphis colt, and as 
a result all four starters found plenty 
of backing,. Crump remained the favor- 
ite at all times, and the result proved 
that he deserved the position, as he 
won by a length and a half, with Lady 
Barbary second and Trial by Jury third. 

Loretta Dwyer acted like a crazy 
horse when she went to the post for the 
first race. Her owner, who is a Chi 
Alderman, says she is a very high- 
strung filly and is all right ‘until a 
jockey gets on her back, when she seems 
to go crazy. She certainly went crazy 
yesterday after Mr. Kunz—getting per- 
mission of the stewards to get her to 
the post the best way he could—sent 
her out on the track. She refused to 
go to the post, and finally bolted and 
threw her rider over the fence. Then 
she was caught up in the chute, re- 
mounted, and started to the post again. 
She refused to go, and her jockey made 
the mistake of dismounting and walk- 
ing behind her to the starter’s stand, 
while a stable hand led the erratic 
mare. Once Loretta t steadied at the 
barrier and the field sent away she 
raced like a wild horse and won the 
race by a couple of lengths from Mary 
Warren, who just beat Hermis, Jr., by 
an eyelash for the place. : 

Then trouble nm anew, for after 
the jockeys had made their weights the 
stewards disqualified the erratic Chicago 
filly, threw her into the discard, and 
gave the race to mre Warren, the 
place to Hermis, and placed Miss Mo- 
ments, the “ d thing’ of the race, 
third. Disqualification was under the 
provisions of the rule that uire that 
a horse shall carry his full weight 
“ from the paddock to the starting post.”’
